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JULY  BASE  FRICE  $3.66 


Dairy  farmers  will  receive  a  base  price  of  $3.66  for  July  deliveries  of  Grade  A 
base  milk  to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend-LaPorte,  Indiana,  milk  order.  The 
base  price  is  based  upon  a  butterfat  test  of  3.5  percent  and  will  be  adjusted  by 
a  differential  of  7.1  cents  for  each  one-tenth  percent  that  tests  vary  above  or 
below  the  3*5  percent  standard. 

JULY  EXCESS  PRICE  $3.0U 


July  deliveries  of  Grade  A  excess  milk  to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend-LaPorte, 
Indiana,  milk  order  will  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  $3.0U  per  hundredweight  for  3.5 
percent  milk  and  adjusted  by  the  same  differential  of  7.1  cents  as  is  used  for 
base  milk.  These  minimuir  prices  are  subject  to  a  3  cent  per  hundredweight 
marketing  service  deduction,  together  with  authorized  hauling  charges  and  the  3 
percent  transportation  tax  on  hauling. 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS 

Producer  receipts  were  8.3>8%  less  on  a  daily  basis  than  in  June  and  the  daily 
average  delivery  per  farm  was  U8  pounds  less.  The  receipts  are  29  percent  higher 
than  a  year  ago  and  91  pounds  more  daily  average  delivery  per  farm.  The  fact  that 
there  are  62  more  producers  on  the  market  than  last  year  and  the  increase  per 
farm  accounts  for  3.8  million  pounds  more  producer  receipts  than  a  year  ago. 

CLASS  I  SALES 

Class  I  sales  are  up  6.39  percent  over  June  and  lh.18  percent  over  a  year  ago. 

It  is  noted  that  this  percentage  is  the  largest  since  January  over  the  same 
month  a  year  ago.  There  were  some  bulk  Class  I  sales  to  non-approved  plants, 
which  is  the  first  month  this  has  happened  in  1957  in  any  appreciable  amount. 

These  sales  amount  to  l.U  percent  of  the  total  Class  I  utilization. 

11.8  percent  of  the  total  Class  II  sales  were  likewise  sold  to  non-handlers  and 
classified  by  the  selling  handler  as  Class  II. 

CLASS  I  PRICES  FOR  AUGUST 

The  Class  I  price  for  August  will  be  $U.122  per  hundredweight  for  3*5  percent 
milk,  which  is  36. U  cents  higher  than  in  July.  The  announced  price  for  August 
will  be  a  uniform  blend  price,  since  this  is  the  last  month  for  the  base-excess 
plan  in  1957.
